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Reports indicate that more than 40 ships, 20 airplanes, and 1000 people have mysteriously disappeared in the 
Bermuda Triangle. Many of the losses have been highly publicized: The U. $. Navy collier Cyclops, which set sail in March 
1918 and was never seen again. Flight 19, five Navy torpedo bombers that vanished in 1945. A DC-3 passenger plane that 
made a position report 50 miles from Miami but never arrived. The Star Tiger and the Star Ariel, airliners that vanished 
near Bermuda in the late 1940’s. The list of vessels that have either disappeared or have been found abandoned in the area 
goes on and on: The Rosalie, Atalanta, Freya, Spray, Carroll A. Deering, Raifuku Maru, La Dahama, Proteus, Nereus , 
Rubicon, Scorpion, and Marine Sulphur Queen. 

Many Air Force planes have also disappeared, including a C-119, a KB-50, and two KC-135s on the same flight. 
Losses are still occurring to this very day. The most obyious causes of the disappearances, weather and mechanical prob- 
lems, have been eliminated by those who have previously investigated the incidents. The Navy has suggested that they are 
merely a bad series of coincidental mishaps, but others have claimed that the lack of survivors, distress calls, and even de- 
bris in the Triangle is very strange. Even stranger are the cases of wildly spinning compasses, crooked radio beams, mis- 
behaving gyroscopes, and glowing windshields that have been reported. 

Many theories haye been proposed to solve the mystery. Time warps. Holes in space. Reverse gravity fields. At- 
mospheric aberrations. Magnetic anomalies. Unknown forces that silence radios, block radar, and affect compasses. Sea- 
quakes. Waterspouts. Tidal waves, Freak seas. Death rays from Atlantis or from outer space. UFOs. No theory so far 
proposed, however, accounts for all or even a few of the incidents. 

It has becn suggested that to solve the mystery once and for all the area should be closed to all traffic for a time to 
allow the government or the United Nations to send in remote-controlled vessels with monitoring equipmeat that would 
detect unusual phenomena. 


Such measures are not necessary, for I have solved the mystery of the Bermuda Triangle.
